In the last six months I have 
travelled and. seen the housing 
situation from Sydney to Victoria. 


I talked ‘with. Prime_Minister King | 


and the. laborer who wheels- the 
cement up the planks to the found- 
ations, I have yet to find one who 
is not in sympathy with tre veter- 
ans’ housing problem. 

But sympathy is a poor sub- 
stitute for a roof overhead. © It 
doesn’t help the situation any 
when you are late. for work in 
‘the morning, ‘and the kids from 
me room next door are holding up 
thy? communal fbathroom, It does- 
improve things when you have 
'to fork over about a third of your. 
income to a grafting shyster. each 
month for a bedbug infested two 
rooms, 

Sympathy be damned, There has 
been far too much maudlin senti- 
‘ment. over the problem and: not 
enough realistic action. 

‘Who is to blame? 


I blame the federal government. | 


Not for lack of interest but for 
indecision and lack of direction 
in ‘handling the situation. More 
than three years ago they ‘were 
warned about the housing condi- 
tions oy the Legion‘and they have 
dillydallied, offered theoretical so- 
lutions, innumerable surveys, never 
reached targets and a shrug of the 
shoulder ‘‘it’s yond. us” attitude. 

I blame the provincial govern- 
ments who seem to have. ditched 
the .problem entirely as one not of 
their responsibility. “ 

I blame the many municipalities 
who have refused to’ co-operate 
with the government and the vet- 
erans bodies. Maj.-- General Hugh 
. Young, thead of the Central Mort- 

gage and Housing Corporation 
told me recently that there are 
still. many municipalities . where 
‘they refuse to even accept War- 
time ‘houses. This in, spite of the
